MEN'S HOCKEY 


UPDATE: The Stingers are 1-0 in the O.U.AA. and 3-3 overall after defeating Brock 
University Badgers 3-2 on October 29th. This was the Stinger’s first victory against Brock, 
having lost their only other encounter last year. 


THIS WEEK: The Stingers host McMaster on Saturday, November Sth, and Laurentian on 
Sunday, November 6th. Game times are 2:00 P.M. each day. Laurentian has last year’s OUAA 
scaring champion and record holder Denis Castonguay in it's lineup. He had 35 goals and 36 
assists to set a Jeaque record last year. 


THE SERIES: Concordia leads the McMaster series 2-0 after cemolishing the Marauders 
13-1 last year. The Stingers have also defeated Laurentian’in their two previous meetings. 


LAST SEASON: In the Stingers win against McMaster, Captain Mark Mahon (Vankleek Hill, 
Ont.) scored 3 goals while Richard Laplante (Boucherville, Que.) potted 2. The Stingers did 
not face Laurentian last season. 


LAST WEEK: Mark Mahon scored his fifth goal of the season with 21 seconds remaining for 
the win. Mahon now has 13 points in Concordia's 6 games. Other goal scorers for the Stingers 
were Todd Adams (Cornwall, Ont.) and Mark Davidson (Montreal, Que.). Adams has S goals 
in his last 3 games since moving from defence to forward. Davidson had his Sth goal of the 
season in as many games. This fine rookie from John Abbott College has been a great addition 
to the Stingers. The 6'3" winger now has 10 points on the season. 


Rookie goaltender Robert Desjardins (Verdun, Que.) was outstanding in net, making 39 
saves. Desjardins played last season with Victoriaville in the QM.J.H.L. He participated in 3 
Memorial Cups. Desjardins has been coached by Guy Chouinard, Ron Lapointe (Quebec 
Nordiques) and current Montreal Canadian coach Pat Burns. Lapointe is a former 
captain of the Concordia Stingers and was coached by current Concordia A.D. Bob 
Philip. 


Impressive rookie defenceman Claude Bisaillon (Chateauguay, Que.) had 12 hits against Brock 
and is the leader for the season (63). Second year forward Mike Pratt (Yernon, Ont.) is 
second in the hitting category with S9. 


Former John Abbott Star defenceman Eddie Joe Janiszewski recorded an assist on the 
winning goal against Brock. Janiszewski, winner of the Jim Mills Memorial Cup for athletic
